Leading the attack force is 
the evil Shadow, a mysterious but 
powerful figure who commands a 
vast army of well-equipped 
assassins Should you lose one of 
your Hydraerafis, the Shadow's 
entourage steals the current cargo 
as it goes flying out of the exploding 
craft! 

On the waterways, which can be 
twisting narrow rivers or the open 
sea, the Shadow's forces are many.
